Over 100 Students Sign Letter 
Approving Proposed New Court 








Some 110 McGill students have signed a letter 
approving the proposed “Student Court of Justice” for 


McGill. 


In_a letter to the Editor received yesterday 


students in Law, Arts, Science, Architecture, Engineéring, 
Commerce, Physio and Occupational Therapy and Medi- 
cine, put their names to a one sentence document which 


read, “We the undersigned 
Court”, . 


Presumably, the writers were 
referring to a student court first 
proposed by a group of students 
late last Thursday, and made 
tnown to the campys through a 
page one story in the Daily on 
Friday. 


The student court, according to 
the originators ‘of the idea, would 
be a court of appeal above: the 
SEC on issues such as constitu. 
tional interpretation and punitive 
measures, It was pointed out that 
the new court would produce a 
separation of judicial and ‘execu- 
tive powers in our student govern- 
ment and thus lead to a more ef- 
ficient administration. The orlgi- 
nators noted that modern demo- 
cracies operate on such a divi- 
sion of powers. 


Suggested composition of the 
court is four fourth year Jaw stu- 
dents with the Students’ Society 
President as Chairman having a 
vote only in the case of deadlock, 
Law students were suggested be- 
cause of their familiarity with the 
functioning of courts and fourth 
year because they would be de- 
tached enough from the issue at 
hand to render a completely im- 
partial judgement, 


The inclusion of the President 
was suggested because it was felt 
that the court should not be com- 
pletely divorced from the Stu- 
dents’ Executive Council. In this 
way he wonld be able to present 
a clear picture of the issue to the 
other members, 


Proposed method of appoint- 
ment of the law members of the 
court would be to allow the fourth 
year class to name four students, 
subject toa’ two-thirds vote of the 
SEC. The originators suggested 
that once accepted the posts be 
irrevocable, At the same time the 
idea was thrown out that the 
counsel for the SEC be its law re-

Luc Dansereau, editor of Le 
Quartier Latin said last Wednes- 
day that the resignations — efe 
fective Jan. .25 — are necessary 
because of the pressure of aca- 
demic work, 


“The staff thinks that by de- 
voting so much of its time to 
the paper, studies are being com- 
promised”, he. said, 

The present staff is the second 
one this year. As yet no official 
resignations have been tendered. 
Most of the staff is in second year 
law, and the results of the Christ- 
mas exams have not proved en- 
couraging. 

Exams have also taken thelr 
toll on the students’ council, 
where two committee chairman 
are contemplating resigning. The 
are the directors of the commi 
tee on education, and the com- 
mittee on social- activity.
